NOW COMES the attorney for the State of Maine, and moves this Honorable Court to 

redact certain portions of the arrest warrant affidavit at CR-23-3004 and the search warrant 

affidavits at SW-23-163 (1007 West Road, Bath), SW-23-165 (White Subaru) and search 

warrant affidavit for 207-837-3761 before vacating the Impoundment Order. In suppo1t, 

undersigned counsel submits as follows: 

I. Undersigned counsel understands that this Court may grant the State's request to 

discontinue the Impoundment Order of the al'l'est warrant affidavit at CR- 23-3004 

and the search warrant affidavits at SW-23-163 (1007 West Road, Bath), SW-23-165 

(White Subaru) and search warrant affidavit for 207-837-3761. 

2. The arrest warrant affidavit and search warrant affidavits contain several statements 

made by family members and other individuals who knew the defendant, Robert 

Card, and provided information to law enforcement. 

3. This case has been a high-profile matter with significant media involvement, which is 

an additional hardship in and of itself for these family members and individuals who 

knew the defendant, Robert Card. 
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4. In order to balance the privacy rights of those family members and individuals who 

provided information to law enforcement and to allow the dissemination of 

information contained within the arrest warrant affidavit at CR- 23-3004 and the 

search warrant affidavits at SW-23-163 (1007 West Road, Bath), SW-23-165 (White 

Subaru) and search warrant affidavit for 207-837-3761 the State moves to redact the 

full name of family members and those individuals who provided information to law 

enforcement and replace their full names with only the first initial of the first and last 

name. See attached redacted Arrest Warrant Affidavit and Search Warrant 

Affidavits. 

5. The purpose of these redactions is not to redact any substantive information from the 

Affidavits. Rather, the purpose is to protect the privacy rights of the family of Robe11 

Card and individuals who knew Robert Card, who assisted law enforcement. 

WHEREFORE, the State of Maine by and through its attorney, moves this Honorable 

Court to redact portions of the arrest warrant affidavit at CR-23-3004 and the search warrant 

affidavits at SW-23-163 (1007 West Road, Bath), SW-23-165 (White Subaru) and search 

warrant affidavit for 207-837-3761 before allowing for its release fromimpoundment.

1. The Court granted the State's Motion to Impound the complaint, affidavit in support of 

probable cause and arrest warrant in the above captioned matter and the search warrants 

and affidavits in support of probable cause at SW-23-163 (1007 West Road, Bath), SW-

23-165 (White Subaru) and search warrant affidavit for 207-837-3761. Since the Court's 

lmpoundment Order the defendant, Robert Card, has died. 

2, The continued impoundment of the complaint, affidavit in support of probable cause and 

arrest warrant and the search warrants and affidavits in support of probable cause at SW-

23-163 (1007 West Road, Bath), SW-23-165 (White Subaru) and search warrant 

affidavit for 207-837-3761 is no longer necessary because there will not be an arrest or 

prosecution of Robert Card.
